ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  IVIEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  1962 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1962. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  was  7 >250,  an  increase  of  70 
over  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

102  live  births,  of  which  11  were  illegitimate,  were  registered 
during  the  year  and  there  were  117  deaths  from  all  causes. 

The  crude  birth  rate  was  14»07  and  the  adjusted  birth  rate  of 
13*95  is  comparable  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  (l8.0)  or  with 
the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for  any  other  area.  It  is  a matter 
of  concern  to  note  this  drop  of  2.91  as  compared  with  last  year. 

The  illegitimate  live  births  accounted  for  10.8%  of  the  total 
births  - a much  higher  figure  than  the  average  which  is  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  5?^* 

There  were  3 still  births  giving  a still  birth  rate  of  28.6. 

One  infant  death  occurred,  due  to  prema.turity  and  anoxia,  giving 
an  infant  mortality  rate  and  early  neo-natal  rate  of  9*8*  The 
England  and  Wales  rate  was  21 .4  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 

The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  (still  births  and  deaths  under  one 
week  combined  per  1,000  total  live  and  still  births)  was  38. 

The  number  of  deaths,  117>  ^^as  very  much  higher  than  for  many 
years  and  gives  a crude  death  rate  of  16.I4  and  an  adjusted  death  rate 
of  14.56.  The  dearth  rate  for  England  and  Wa.les  v/a.s  11.9*  The  main 
causes  of  the  increase  were  in  the  Ccategories  - "vascular  lesions  of  the 
nervous  system,  heart  and  circulatory  diseases  and  pneumonia"  - plus 
22  when  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

Twenty  years  have  ela,psed  since  the  number  of  deaths  exceeded  the 
number  of  live  births. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Little  comment  is  called  for  this  year  as  only  I3  cases  of 
notifiable  diseases  were  reported. 

The  usual  biennial  incidence  of  measles  should  be  noted  next  year. 
In  this  connection  it  is  worth  while  mentioning  that  a vaccine  against 
measles  has  been  produced  but  is  not  yet  suitable  for  general  use 
ov/ing  to  the  frequent  occurrence  of  side  effects. 
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I regret  to  inform  you  that  the  only  case  of  measles  this  year 
died  from  one  of  the  rare  complications.  The  use  of  antibiotic 
drugs  has  markedly  reduced  the  dangers  from  complications  which  used 
to  be  so  important  in  measles.

TUBERCULOSIS 


The  situation  here  remains  very  satisfactory.  Only  one  new  case 
was  added  to  the  register,  a case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  (male)  who 
had  relapsed.  In  the  previous  three  years  4>6  and  4 cases  respectively 
were  added  to  the  register. 

No  deaths  were  due  to  tuberculosis  this  year.

Details  of  the  anti-smoking  campaign  arranged  by  the  Central 
Council  for  Health  Education  were  explained  to  the  Group  II  Committee 
at  its  meeting  on  July  1962.  Posters  were  submitted  and  the 

functions  of  the  mobile  Propaganda  unit  were  referred  to. 

The  Council  confirmed  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  that 
the  services  of  the  mobile  unit  should  be  obtained  for  one  day  and 
that  the  relevant  posters  be  accepted  for  distribution.

POLIOiyrYELITIS 


The  Sabin  type  oral  vaccine  was  made  ar/ailable  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year  and  has  now  virtually  replaced  the  Salk  type  vaccine. 

Under  the  aegis  of  the  Norfolk  County  Council  a mass  vaccination 
campaign  was  held  throughout  the  County  aimed  at  the  under  40 ’ s who 
had  not  availed  themselves  of  the  previous  scheme. 
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In  this  area  centres  were  opened  at  Dereham,  Shipdham,  Mattishall, 
North  Elmham  and  Litcham.  e also  co-operated  vfith  R.A.F.  at  their 
centre  in  Swanton  Morley,  The  attendace  at  these  centres  v/as 
disappointing.

These  figures  are  compiled  from  the  records  I have  received  and 
would  suggest  that  there  has  been  an  appreciable  drop  in  the  number  of 
infants  vaccinated  this  year. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  in  the  first  quarter  of  ^^62  cases  of 
smallpox  v/ere  occurring  in  other  parts  of  England  and  Wales.  During 
the  emergency  the  issue  of  smallpox  vaccine  was  restricted  to  persons 
going  into  an  infected  area  or  travelling  abroad.  This  accounts  for 

the  marked  increase  in  vaccination  in  the  older  age  group. 

Smallpox  vaccina.t ion , as  a routine  measure,  came  in  for  a certain 
amount  of  criticism.  The  Standing  Medical  Advisary  Committee  to  the 
Minister  of  Health  have  now  advised  that  vaccination  should  be  offered 
to  children  during  their  first  two  years  of  life,  but  preferably 
during  the  second  year  and  not  at  4-5  months  as  was  previously  advised. 

Many  parents  will  accept  vaccination  in  the  first  few  months  of 

life.  I fear  that  there  will  be  very  few  acceptances  to  vaccination 
offered  in  the  second  year  of  life. 
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HOUSING 


v/estfield  Road  Development 

This  development,  involving  the  construction  of  4O  d^vellings,  will 
be  carried  out  in  two  stages.  The  first  stage,  comprising  10-3  bedroom 
four  person  and  6-5  bedroom  five  person  houses,  v/as  begun  in  November 

1962  . 

Baxter  Row  Development 

Building  commenced  on  the  final  step  of  this  development  which 
involves  the  construction  of  4 old  persons  bungalovv'-s , 2 old  persons 
flats  and  2-5  bedroom  maisonettes  on  the  Rose  Public  House  site. 

^'"hen  completed  there  will  be  on  this  site  12  old  persons  bungalows,  20 
old  persons  flats,  20-3  bedroom  maisonettes  and  a communal  room. 

Council  House  Improvements 

^••''ork  on  the  improvement  of  pre-wrr  Council  Houses  by  the 
construction  of  a bathroom,  internal  W.C.,  and  the  installation  of  a 
hot  water  system  has  continued  through  the  year. 

6 houses  at  Sv/affham  Road  have  been  completed. 

18  houses  at  Northgate  are  nearing  completion. 

and  work  on  the  improvement  of  6 houses  tit  Northgate  has  commenced. 

Hot  YJFiter  systems  and  lavatory  basins  h-^ve  been  installed  in  5 
houses  at  Northgate  and  3 houses  a.t  Moorg- te  Cottages.  New  fireplaces 
with  back  boiler  units  have  been  installed  to  replace  cooking  ranges  in 
46  houses  at  Becclesgate  and  8 houses  at  School  Terrcuce.  Hot  v/ater 
systems,  indoor  W.C.'s  and  vnash  basins  have  been  installed  in  10  houses 
at  Norwich  Road.

8 Pre-cast  concrete  garages  have  been  erected  on  pert  of  the 
waterworks  site  at  Cemetery  Road.

65  new  connections  and  supplies  have  been  added  to  the  distribution 
system  during  the  year. 

Mains  and  Extensions 


Due  to  complaints  of  poor  pressure  and  supply  in  the  Toftwood 
area,  a new  booster  station  vras  installed  at  Yaxham  Road.  This  has 
proved  very  satisfactory  and  an  adequate  pressure  is  now  obtooinable  in 
all  areas. 

Headv^orks 


The  new  ground  level  storage  tank  commissioned  in  March,  19^2  has 
increased  the  ground  storage  by  100,000  gallons  but  no  other  additions 
to  the  headworks  have  been  made. 

The  inadequacy  of  the  town  supply  has  been  commented  on  in  previous 
reports  and  has  been  a source  of  much  anxiety  to  the  Water  Committee. 

Negotiations  are  well  under  v;ay  to  obtain  an  additional  supply 
from  the  Bradenham  Bore  in  Swaffham  R.B.C.  In  November  1962  the 
Council  directed  that  a copy  of  the  Wa.ter’works  Manager’s  report  be 
sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  to  emphasize  the 
urgent  need  for  permission  to  go  raheed  with  the  Bradenham  supply  scheme. 

Mr.  R.P.  Caple,  Ministry  Engineering  Inspector,  conducted  an 
investigation  into  the  proposed  Bradenham  Scheme  on  the  18th  and  19th 
December,  I962. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Council  submitted  a very  comprehensive  report  in 
which,  inter  alia,  the  main  points  in  the  application  for  authority  to 
invite  tenders  and  for  loan  consent  for  water  extensions  were:- 

(1)  The  joint  scheme  to  bring  water  to  the  boundary  of  the  Urban 
District . 

(2)  The  provision  of  9’*  4”  mains  from  the  urban  boundary  to 

the  centre  of  the  town. 

(5)  The  construction  of  a Vv’-ater  tower  of  400)000  gallons  capacity 
with  ancillary  v/orks . 

At  that  time  272  houses  were  either  in  course  of  construction 
or  in  the  pipe  line. 

Under  the  scheme  the  Swaffham  R.D.C.  will  be  able  to  supply 

200.000  gallons  per  day  and  are  also  prepared  to  supply  an  additional 

100.000  gallons  per  day  for  short  periods. 
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The  Council  would  have  preferred  to  have  extended  their  own  sources 
but  realized  they  could  not  do  so  in  viev;  of  the  impending  Water  Board 
formation . 

It  is  estimated  that  there  is  only  20,000  gallons  daily  in  hand, 
an  amount  which  can  occasionally  be  increased.  I hestitate  to  imagine 
what  the  situation  would  be  if  the  town  had  one  large  fire  and  must 
again  emphasize  the  seriousness  of  the  situation. 

Restrictions  on  the  use  of  water  hoses  for  gardens  and  car  washing 
are  inevitable  in  the  summer  months.  In  fact  the  town  will  be 
fortunate  if  restriction  on  the  domestic  supplies  can  be  avoided. 

Fluoride  Content  of  the  Water 


The  report  of  the  Public  Analyst  is  given  as  an  appendix. 

This  shows  that  the  quality  of  the  water  is  very  good  and  the 
fluoride  content,  0.95  p.p.m.,  is  very  satisfactory.  In  previous 
years  the  figure  has  been  about  the  1 p.p.m.  mark,  but  early  in  19^5 
the  supply  from  one  bore  showed  only  0.6  p.p.m..  and  from  the  other 
bore  0.45  p.p.m.  V^hy  this  should  have  been  so  is  not  easily 
explained . 

I understand  that  a chemical  analysis  of  the  Bradenham  bore 
supply  some  years  back  showed  only  O.I4  p.p.m.  fluoride  and  that  no 
recent  analysis  has  been  made. 

Fluoridation  of  ¥/ater  is  a highly  controversial  issue. 

There  can  be  little  doubt  that  there  is  a correlation  between 
the  fluoride  content  of  the  water  and  the  amount  of  denta.1  decay  in 
children.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  the  town  will  not  be  placed  in 
the  anomalous  position  in  the  future  where  one  half  of  the  infants  and 
children  will  be  receiving  an  adequate  amount  of  fluoride  and  the 
other  half  residing  in  the  Toftwood  area  will  receive  a minimal  amount.

WATER  SUPPLY 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


V/ells  in  the  area  have  in  the  main,  been  replaced  by  deep  bores  or 
town  water  supply.  There  v/ere  no  reports  of  unsatisfactory  v^rater 
during  the  year. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  final  stage  of  the  v/orks  re-construction  is  nearing  completion. 
In  effect,  as  a treatment  v/orks , it  is  operational  and  although  its  total 
efficiency  cannot  be  established  until  samples  of  the  effluent  are  taken 
early  next  year,  there  is  a.lready  evidence  of  an  improvement  in  the 
amount  of  sludge  extracted  which  has  increased  by  about  15?^* 

Records  display  creditable  progress  in  reducing  night  soil 
collection  in  the  district.  In  1957  there  v/ere  435  properties  on  night 
soil,  last  year  280,  this  year  the  number  is  175*  The  majority  of  these 
are  non-sewerable  and  sub-standard  properties. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


House  refuse  is  collected  vTeekly  in  the  central  a,rea  and 
fortnightly  in  the  more  rural  parts  of  the  district.  It  is  difficult 
to  maintain  a permanent  staff  of  collectors  on  this  unpopular  task  and 
consequently  there  have  been  many  complaints  of  individual  houses 
being  missed,  the  round  not  being  cleared  in  the  v/eek  and  so  on.  The 
number  of  men  and  vehicles  available  for  the  service  is  quite  adequate, 
therefore,  it  appears,  if  greater  efficiency  is  to  be  achieved  there 
must  be  some  incentive  added  which  will  attract  the  right  type  of 
collector,  and  in  my  opinion  this  can  only  be  done  by  a bonus  scheme. 

A new  refuse  tip  has  been  acquired  by  the  Council  some  four  miles 
out  of  town  which  should  provide  tipping  space  for  the  next  fiffy 
years .

OPINION 

The  organic  quality  of  this  r^ater  is  very  good  and  there  is  no 
chemical  evidence  of  pollution.  Apart  from  a slight  increase  in 
chloride  content,  the  analysis  is  similar  to  that  of  the  sample  taken 
on  the  17th.
